for  the  production  of  a  v.ltness  on  behalf  of  the 
Accused  UMEZU.  The  witness  is  Lieutenant  General 
SAKAI,  Takashi,  v.ho  was  sentenced  to  death  by  a 
Chinese  Military  Tribunal  in  Nanking. 

Who  appeurs  for  the  defense? 

MAJOR  BLAKENEY:  I  do,  sir. 

THE  PRESIDENT:  And  Mr.  Horwitz  appears 
for  the  proseoution? 

MR.  HORWITZ:  Yes,  sir. 

THE  PRESIDENT:  Is  there  any  objection 

to  the  application? 

MR.  HORWITZ:  No  objection  et  all. 

THE  PRESIDENT:  I  do  not  know  what  action 

can  be  taken  in  view  of  the  sentenoe  of  death. 

MAJOR  BLAKENEY:  I  would  suggest  that 

you  direct  the  issuance  of  a  subpoena  in  the  ordinary 
way,  but  that  you  make  it  a  forthwith  subpoena  so 
that  it  may  be  served  as  quickly  as  possible. 

THE  PRESIDENT:  While  he  is  still  living, 
it  is  my  duty,  if  he  is  a  relevant  witness,  to  make 
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the  order.  It  is  rather  herd  to  say  whether  the 
execution  will  be  postponed  or  delayed. 

MAJOR  BLAICFNEY :  That  is  v.hy  I  sufcfee st 

the  forthwith  subpoena. 

THR  PRESIDENT:  Make  th6  order,  as  prayed.
